Defence leaders have drafted 
u number of long-range military 
plans in the past, including a 
Ave-year programme last year 
which would have attained by 
1959 approximately the same 
military gouls as the six-year 
plan,

Officials of the Finance Minis- 
try und the Economie Delibera- 
tlon Board, Natignal Economic

The Defence Agency's pro- 
graunune calls for channelling 
three per cent of | estimated 
national income into military 
expenditures, The six-yerr | 
economic = programme, ulready 
adopted by the Government this 
year, would cut this down by 
approximately one-fourth, 

Details of the Defence Agtncy 
scheme, revealed by authorita- 
tive sources, showed the goals 
were: 

1. Ground force—180,000 men 
by 1958, divided into six divi- 
sions and fuur combat teams of 


unspecified strength, plus a 
reserve of 30,000 men 

2. Sea force—Warthips total- 
Ilng 116,000 tons by March, 1961, 


consisting chiefly of made-in- 
Japan destroyers and escort 
ships, Personnel would total 
around 30,000 men. 


3. Air force—1,200 planes tn- 
cluding 450 F-86-F jet fighters, 
150 F-86-D jets, 50 transports,

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IN RAPE CASE APPEAL 
Mr Brook A. Bernacchi submitted before the Full Court this morn- 
ing that the complainant must have been lying in one Court or the other 


when she gave two completely different versions of what 


taken place in the doctor's consulting room.

The charge was made by Counsel when he continued his submis- 


sions in the appeal brought by Dr 
against his conviction on'a charge of rape. 


Appellant was found guilty by 
a Special Jury on December 13 
lost year of raping Tam Shun, 
24-year-old spinster, at his 
cUnic at 436 Nathan Road, first 
floor, on August 28, 1954. He 
wos given five ‘years’ hard 
labour by Mr Justice Rocce. 

The Full Court comprised Mr 
Justice T.J. Gould (Acting Chicf 
Justice), Mr Justice J. R. Gregg 
(Pulsne Judge), and Mr Justice 
J. Wicks (Acting Puisne Judxc). 

Mr Brook Bernacchi is repre- 
senting appellant, instructed by 
Mr M. A, da Siva. Mr W. A 
Biair-Kerr, Senior Crown Coun- 
sol, Is for the Crown. Detective- 
Inspector W. Watson I[s present 
for the Police. 

The appeal is based on twenty 
grounds, mainly alleging mis- 
direction by the Trial Judgo to 
the Jury, that he had failed to 
put the case for the Defence 
suMciently to the Jury, that the 
verdict was = perverse and 
against the weight of evidence, 
and that the Trial Judgo = re~- 
peatedly, unfairly and unneces- 
sarily Interrupted Defence Coun- 
sel's. submissions to the Jury 
whereby the continuity of his 
address was broken. 

Mr Bernacch! continued his 
submissions, which he had com- 
menced on Monday, on the In- 
dividual grounds of the appeal. 

He gave the Court this morn- 
ing a reference dealing with the 
official translation of a docu- 
ment, and read extracts from 
the summing-up of a Hongkong 
case and Views expressed in u 
subsequent appeal. 

MISDIRECTION 

Reverting to his own case, he

“It is incomprehenstble to be-

“It ts under- 
standable whether she approved 
or not of on act of immorality on 
the part of her employer. Her 
movements that day can lead to 
no other conclusion than that she 
knew what was going on, It Is 
physically Lmpossible to undor- 
stand why she took the long way 
round. Of course, she ts in a 
diMcult position as an employce. 
In “the witness box she denied 
she knew what was going on, 
but to belleve she wae prepared 
to close her cyes to on act of 
rape is hard to conceive and puts 
her in a for worse Nght than fs 
justified.”
